FOREWORD 


When a young girl begins her three years of study to become a nurse, 
she begins an entirely new life in a new world. To this new world she brings 
new ideas and ideals. From this new world she draws the knowledge and 


experience necessary to be a nurse. 


By combining her love of nursing with the knowledge and practice she 


achieves in traming 


g, she steps forward tm three years as a graduate nurse. 


The purpose of the 1951 Bon Bonne’ is to present in pictorial review the 
evolution of the graduate nurse from the young girl who enters nurses’ 


training at St. John’s School of Nursing. 
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We take the occasion of the Silver Anniversary of St. John’s Hospital and School 
of Nursing to dedicate this yearbook to the Sisters of the Sorrowful Mother who 
have given themselves so unselfishly to the building of this institution. Our dedication 
extends also to all others who have contributed in numerous ways to the establishment 
and growth of this great and modern hospital. 
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As with every great accomplishment, the building of St. John’s is a story of struggle, 
discouragement, determined faith, and finally, success. The story begins in 1914 
when Tulsans realized their imperative need for additional hospital facilities to care 
for the rapidly increasing population. 


The Sisters of the Sorrowful Mother, with a record of successful hospital operation, 
were invited to Tulsa to make a survey with the hope they would establish a hospital 
here. Several visits were made and several years passed before consent was obtained 
from Religious Superiors since it did not seem that times were propitious for such an 
ambitious undertaking. 


Consent was finally obtained with the agreement that the cost would be shared 
equally by the citizens of Tulsa and The Sisters of the Sorrowful Mother. After a 
successful fund raising campaign Sister M. Melania, then Superior of St. Francis 
Hospital, Wichita, Kansas, and Sister M. Cornelia visited Tulsa again in 1918 to 
select and purchase the site for the new hospital. A picturesque hill far out in the 
country seemed the ideal location for the institution which is today the nucleus of 
a very attractive residential district of Tulsa.

Reverend Mother M. Johanna. then Superior General of the Community of 
The Sisters of the Sorrowful Mother, and her council selected Sister M. Cornelia to 


work with a committee of Tulsa citizens on plans for the new hospital. 


At elaborate ground-breaking ceremonies, General John J. Pershing removed the 
first shovel of earth for the excavation of the new hospital on February Il, 1920. 
By the time that the concrete skeleton was completed, the building funds—one-half of 
which had been furnished by The Sisters of The Sorrowful Mother and one-half by 
the citizens of Tulsa—were depleted. and construction operations were halted. Enough 
inoney had been subscribed by the citizens of Tulsa to insure completion, but because 
of a serious depression in the oil industry. pledges of untold thousands of dollars. 


nade in good faith, could not be paid. 


The bare concrete skeleton of a building, up- 
thrust to the sky, without walls, was a dismal sym- 
bol of the frustrated hopes of the people of Tulsa 
and of The Sisters of The Sorrowful Mother for 
a new, modern hospital. So it remained until Jan- 
uary 2, 1925. 


A second campaign for funds with which to 
complete the building met with no success. The 


Sisters lost hope and were considering abandoning 


the project entirely. To forestall this, a few Tulsa 
citizens visited the headquarters of The Community 
of The Sorrowful Mother in Wisconsin and urged 
the Sisters not to sell. Placing their faith in God, 
encouraged by Reverend John G. Heiring, then 
pastor of Holy Family Congregation, they accumu- 
lated enough funds through their own efforts and 
the sacrifices of the Sisters who were operating 
their other hospital to proceed in a modest way. 


In July, 1924, after a careful survey and much 
study it was decided to enclose the skeleton with 
masonry, and install windows. By making certain 
changes in the original plan, it was possible to 
develop a fifty-bed unit. This unit was completed 
in 1926 and Sister M. Agnesina, the first Superior, 
and other Sisters arrived in Tulsa. On February 
22, 1926, the first patients, twenty-four in number, 
were admitted. Twenty operations were performed 
on the second day the hospital was open. The facili- 
ties of St. John’s Hospital were soon taxed to capac- 
ity and patients were placed in every available spot, 
the Sisters even placing cots in the halls. Until 
the Convent was built in 1930 the Sisters were 
given hospitality by Mr. Tom Melvil and his two 
sisters, Kate and Nell Melvin. 


In November, 1925, the Most Reverend Bishop 
Kelley granted permission for a campaign to raise 
funds for expansion. This campaign was success- 
ful and enabled the Sisters to complete additional 
floors of the hospital. In 1926, two floors of the 
south wing were finished and a School of Nursing 
was opened to educate young women to care for 


the ever-increasing number of patients. At that time, 
the student nurses occupied quarters in the hos- 


pital. 


St. John’s Hospital continued to prosper and 
expand. What had appeared to be a hopeless ven- 
ture a few short years before, now vindicated the 
faith of those who had believed in and fought for 
its survival. One unit after another was completed 
and put into service. The fifth floor was completed 
in 1928 and assigned to Surgery, Laboratory, and 
X-ray. The Chapel and Convent portions of the 
institution and the Presbytery were built in 1930. 

On April 10, 1936, ground was broken for the 
first unit of St. John’s Hospital Nurses’ Residence 


and School. 


Miraculous though their accomplishments may 
appear, they were not content to remain static 
and by so doing, perhaps retrogress. In 1945, they 
started planning for a greater St. John’s Hospital— 
planning for additional rooms and facilities, for 
an enlarged Nurses’ Residence which would permit 
them to train greater numbers of young women 
for the nursing profession. St. John’s Hospital has 
always kept pace with the rapid growth of Tulsa, 
but wartime building restrictions prevented them 
from expanding during the several years prior to 


1946. 
Early in 1945, Reverend Mother M. Melania and 


her Council decided to make a survey of the addi- 
tional requirements of St. John’s Hospital. Numer- 
ous studies were made to determine the best method 
of accomplishing the desired end and to plan the 
construction to insure the least amount of inter- 
ference with the operation of the hospital. Sister 
M. Bartholomea, Sister M. Olga, Superior, and 
Sisters in charge of the various departments delib- 
erated long and carefully and it was decided that 
the additional facilities could be best provided 
by building a new T-shaped wing to the south of 
the existing hospital. This addition was completed 


in 1948.

St. John’s School of Nursing was founded on the sound principles that young 
women who were gifted with the true spirit of nursing should have the best training 
and instruction to qualify them to practice the art of nursing. 


At St. John’s School of Nursing, a three year course in nursing is offered to young 
girls who have successfully completed high school education and are at least eighteen 
years of age. St. John’s school is accredited by the Oklahoma State Board of Examiners 
and thirty to forty college credits are allowed upon completion of the course by 
universities everywhere in the United States. 


The nurses are proud of their school and the training accomplished during the 
three year course.

GRADUATION 


Stepping rhythmically and proudly to the strains of Pomp and Circumsiance, we 
graduated May 24, 1951, with a beautiful ceremony in the chapel. Starched neatly, our 
new graduating uniforms with the long sleeves and many tucks and buttons gave us 
such a professional appearance that our parents, who waited for our grand entrance, 
were probably astonished to see their “little Girl” a mature young lady capable of 
supporting weighty responsibility as a graduate nurse. 


We each carried a bouquet of long-stemmed red carnations. These were a symbol 
of our great joy and celebration on the occasion of our graduation from a successful 
three years of nosing the grindstone. They were also a commemoration to the hap- 
piness we have found in many ways up and down the corridors of St. John’s Hospital. 
We will truly miss our alma mater and will think back innumerable times to the 
three years of our youth we spent so well with her. 


Following our processional, The Most Rev. Bishop McGuinness gave us a very 
inspiring commencement address. Then our diplomas were conferred to us by Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Hetring. We felt moved and blessed by the Benediction of the Most Blessed 


Sacrament. 


But it was hard for our serious moments to linger for long because we were eager 
to burst forth to join our relatives and friends for an evening of gayety and laughter. 
We were thankful our recessional allowed us to walk out quickly with broad smiles. 


CLASS HISTORY 


Bear with me, Children, and you shall hear 
A story much better than Paul Revere 
So fantastic, just as fun... 

Our class history of ’51. 


Although not on horseback, our ride started with the feeling of anticipation and bra- 
vado on the June 14th morning of 1948. Thirty girls entered the nurses’ residence and 
promptly assumed the name of “Probie.” We were assigned a place at the end of the 
line, as it was the probie who was last in line, last in chapel, yet first to open doors for 
upper class nurses, first to jump when someone said, “Answer that light” or “Give that 
pill.” For us life looked grim until September the 7th, 1948, when a new group joined 
our ride to become Probies and we moved up to be the freshmen. 


From this new group each of us acquired a little sister upon whom to bestow our 
knowledge of hospital life, to be introduced to “Brother Bones” and “Mrs. Chase” and 
to be accompanied by us through the years to come. 


The first curve that we rounded in our ride was our capping on October 10 of the 
same year. With eager and sincere hearts we repeated the words of the Florence Night- 
ingale Pledge and donned our stiffly starched white-winged caps, the proudest symbol 
of our profession. In January our little sisters were capped and merged with us to 
form one big class. 


The Spring of ’49 found many of our class working in special departments and we 
felt as though we had traveled a lot of ground and accomplished a great deal. Many times 
our ride was hard and sometimes disheartening, but we had many helpful friends in our 
midst. These friends we will never forget—the Sisters, our instructors, our housemothers, 
doctors and nurses who more than once helped us to continue with lighter hearts over our 
steep, rocky path. 


September found us at the beginning of our junior year with new classes and assign- 
ments. Resident doctors and internes passed more and more knowledge down to us. This 
year also brought us into one of our most interesting and profitable experiences—our 
three months of psychiatric training at the Central State Mental Hospital, Norman, Okla. 
We loved the campus life we had living on the Quadrangle of Okla. University. We re- 
turned more understanding and capable nurses and happier young ladies with many new 
friends acquired from “campusology.” 


On April 27, 1950, another event in the form of the Junior-Senior picnic at Mohawk 
Park brought much fun and diversion to our class. We crawled into bed, tired, full and 
contented as we closed our eyes on our junior year. 


June and September, 1950, we find that at last we have acquired a new name, seniors, 
and with this we are given senior privileges. We lead the prayers in chapel and after 
meals.
